AUGUST‘, Ga., Dec. 
President L:;enhower today ac- 
cepted the resignation of Her- 
bert Hoover Jr. as Under Secre- 
tary of State and announced he 


he 


would appoint Gov. Christian A. | 
Herter of Massachusetts to tie ' 


post. 

The resignation will be effec- 
tive about Feb. 1, White House 
Press Secretary James C. Hag- 
erty said. Herter’s nomination 
will be submitted to the Senate 
at about the same time, he 
added. 

Speculation immediately cen- 
tered on Herter, whose term as 
Governor expires next month, 
as the possible eventual succes- 
sor to Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles. 


Dulles, who is 68 years old, | 


resumed his duties last Monday 

after a month’s convalescence 

from an operation for cancer. 

During that time, Hoover was 

acting Secretary of State. 
Next to Top Job. 

The appointment will put the 
61-year-old Massachusetts Gov- 
ernor in the second-ranking job 
in the State Department. Con- 
firmation by the Senate was ex- 
pected without difficulty. 

In a letter accepting Hoover's 
resignation, Mr. Eisenhower said 
he had served “with outstand- 
ing ability and dedication, and 
I know that you have done so 
at great personal sacrifice.” 

“The past month, during 
which you have been the acting 
Secretary of State, has been a 
period of unusual strain and 
difficulty,” the President said. 
“Rarely if ever before has the 
diplomatic branch of our Gov- 
ernment had so many difficult 
tasks to perform. The State De- 
partment and forcign service | 
under your guidance and direc- 
tion have discharged these tasks 
with distinctién. 

Hoover told the President, in | 
a letter dated today, that he | 
had advised Dulles “some 
months ago” that he would like | 
to resign “when an opportunity | 
arose that would be convenient 
to you and to him.” 

Delayed by Dulles’ Illness. 

“Naturally, with the advent 
of the Secretary’s illness, I put 
aside temporarily any thought 
of leaving. But now that his re- 
covery is complete I have asked 
him if it could be arranged soon 
after the beginning of next 
year.” 

“He has advised me that this 
{s now possible and that about 
Feb. 1 would be a convenient 
date. I am therefore submitting 
to you my formal resignation 
herewith.” 

Hoover, 53 years old, served 
as the President's special repre- | 
sentative on the Iranian oil 
problem in 1953 and was ap- 
pointed Under Secretary of 
State the following year. He 
is the son of former President | 
Herbert Hoover. 

A mining engineer, -he told | 
Mr. Eisenhower he planned to 
return to private life and “my 
career in engineering” but 
would hold himself available for 
future diplomatic assignments. | 
Before entering Government, he 
had extensive oil interests. 

Herter’s Career. 

Herter, who has considerable | 
experience in foreign affairs, 
served in the House of Repre- 
sentatives from 1943 to 1953, 
when he was elected Governor 
of Massachusetts. He did not 
seek re-election last November. 

In his five terms. in Congress, 
he was a leading supporter of 
the Marshall plan of postwar 
economic aid to western Eu- 
rope. He served on the House 
oFreign Affairs Committee.

PORT SAID, Egypt, Dec. 8 
(AP)—The British-French com- 
mand said today it had found 
thousands of rounds of rockets 
and ammunition being smuggled 
into Port Said by Egyptians. 


French Lt. Gen. Andre 
Beaufre said the British-French 
headquarters protested to the 
United Nations truce com- 
mander and also notified high- 
er Allied authorities “to take 
such representations as consid- 
ered proper as this type of 
activity might lead to a serious 
situation.” 

“We view it with considerable 
concern,” said Lt. Gen. Hugh 
Stockwell, the Allied task force 
commander. 

*The. munitions smuggling co- 
incided with increasing defiance 
from Egyptians in Port Said as 
British- French garrison 
dwindled through withdrawal of 
troops. 

As a precaution against any 
flareup by an Egyptian under- 
ground, the British-French au- 
thorities stepped up a search 
for arms and ammunition and 
barred all fishing boats from en- 
tering the Port Said area.

Viking Missile Roars 


4000 Miles an Hour. 


—The first test rocket of the 
United States earth satellite 
project roared 125 miles up over 
the Atlantic ocean early today 
at 4000 miles an hour. 

A Defense Department 
spokesman said he believed the 
rocket flew faster than any ever 
had before. 

The department announced 
the test rocket was launched at 
1:03 a.m. from the Defense De- 
partment Air Force missile test- 
ing center at Patrick Air Force 
Base, Cocoa, FTa. 
| The rocket plunged into the 
_Atlantic ocean 180 miles from 
| the launching base after pro- 
‘viding scientists with valuable

The Defense Department said 
the first test rocket—a 45-foot 
Viking—ascended vertically a 
short distance and then turned 
slowly horizontal before begin- 
ning its blazing flight toward 
the Atlantic. 

After 742 minutes of flight 
the instrument-filled nose cone 
of the rocket was ejected at an 
altitude of 50 miles. Its ra- 
dio transmitter, similar to the 
one which will be employed in 
the satellite, was tracked by 
Navy scientists stationed at the 
Air Force base. 

The Viking mat pes wee is 
_not a protot of the 3-stage, 
72-foot Vanguard rocket that

ever, the first stage of the Van- 
guard will be a modification of 
the Viking.

Though the Board of Aldermen has narrowly 
defeated two anti-discrimination bills, these bills 
will come up again, as we have said before, and 
they will pass. 

This time the vote to end discrimination was 
12 to 14. Two years ago the vote was 10 to 17. 
And six years ago the vote was 6 to 21. Succes- 
sive votes prove that segregation in places, of 
public acconimodation will die in St. Louis.

This list shows some notable changes in the 
vote as compared to 1954. This year the Demo- 
cratic Aldermen ‘dividéd, 11 to 11, on the bill, 
while the Republicans voted 3 to 1 against it. 
Two years ag6 thé Democrats voted against a 
similar measure by 11 to 8, and the Republicans 
by 6 to 2. 

Alderman A. J. Cervantes deserves great credit 
for changing his vote, and is the only member 
of the 1954 Board still present who did switch 
to vote for the bills. .Board President Donald 
Gunn voted for the measures, whereas two 
years ago the then President, Charles E,. Al- 
banese, voted against the anti-discrimination bill. 

Gradually, the city’s legislative body is com- 
ing around to the idea that St. Louis is ready to 
put democracy on display in public places. 
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Invitation to a Landing 

The air tour of drouth areas which President 
Eisenhower announces he will make this month 
will, we hope, turn out to be something more 
than an air tour. Before the election Mr. Eisen- 
hower announced that after Nov. 11 he would 
call a drouth conference. That could be a work- 
ing conference with practical results, whereas 
a flight over the affected areas could hardly 
amount to more than a ceremonial gesture. 

As we said then, the conference would enable 
federal and state officials to sit down together 
and try to map out both emergency and long- 
range programs for coping with drouth above 
the heat of partisan politics. Drouths affect Re- 
publicans and Democrats alike, and their tem- 
porary emergencies stretch out into a perennial 
problem. The President should alight and talk 
it over. 
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Wonders Never Cease 

Who says that bureaucrats—like leopards and 
tigers—cannot reform? 

What has long been the bureaucrat’s besetting 
sin, the very mark of his caste, if not gobblede- 
gook, that mysterious language which even 
Philadelphia-lawyers cannot fathom? All right, 
now give an eye to a-news release from the 
U.S. Department of Labor, James P. Mitchell, 
Secretary: 

Newell A. Brown, Administrator of the 
Labor Department’s Wage and Hour and 
Public Contracts Divisions, will visit your 
city next week. It’s an honest-to-gosh busi- 
ness trip, and he has asked that there be no 
“red carpet” treatment, but we thought 
you'd like to know. .. . He’s been an ag- 
gressive, forward-looking Administrator, and 
you'll find he’s a nice guy. The rest is up 
to you. 

We certainly are glad to know that Mr. Brown 
is a nice guy, if perhaps less aggressive and 


forward-looking than he has been. Those virtues , 


can be overdone. And we are glad, too, that he 
does not insist on a red carpet. But all 
that is small potatoes compared with the de- 
gooked language announcing his advent. Leop- 
ards and tigers may be unable to do anything 
about their spots and their stripes even with the 
latest detergents. But bureaucrats, they can 
change. And how. 
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Low Silhouettes and High Prices 

What with lower silhouettes and jet tails and 
all manner of automotive developments aimed 
hopefully at catching prospective buyers, Detroit 
is wooing auto customers this season as never 
before. It would seem to be a buyer's market. 
But it is not quite. 

For evidence, there is the increased cost of 
these swooping finned super-horsepowered cars. 
All three low-priced cars cost more this year, 
and on some high-priced cars the increase runs 
to $644. In addition to that, it costs more to 
finance a new car. The tight money market has 
led finance companies to raise interest rates, 
so the cost to the purchaser of a $2000 car may 
run $20 more on a two-year loan. And since 
60 per cent of all new cars are bought “on 
time,” the added interest is going to amount 
to a lot of money. 

Higher price tags and financing rates do not 
represent the best way to influence friends and 
win customers. But apparently the American 
people are showing little reluctance so far in 
ordering new cars. Dealers report that sales and 
orders are booming. The backlog of new cars 
on hand has been reduced by approximately one 
fifth in a year. 

So it is almost a sellers’ market. It is not the 
same kind of sellers’ market which existed 
after the war, when auto salesmen could afford 
to sit in swivel chairs waiting for customers to 
come in to beg. them for cars attached to every 
needless accessory. But for the moment it is a 
market in which the customer has to pay more 
for what he gets, and seems to way, a new car 


enough to pay it. So things stand now. With its 
"56 models, Detroit suffered a decrease in sales 
and net earnings, despite hard selling and easier 
credit. If in the long run higher prices and 
harder ¢credit do not eventually discourage the 
American desire for ‘57 models, nothing will. 
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To Restore Western Unity 
The Administration is taking a new, realistic 
and more friendly line toward Great Britain and 
France after the strain of the Suez affair on re- 
lations with their governments. This was indi- 
cated by Vice President Nixon when he said in 
New York: 


The cause of freedom could suffer no 
greater disaster than to allow this or any 
other incident to drive a wedge between us 
and our Allies. 


Since nothing is to be gained by further re- 
grets over the weakness of contacts with London 
and Paris which made news of the Egyptian in- 
vasion a surprise to official Washington, the 
Vice President's statement is to be applauded— 
especially in view of the implied approval of 
President Eisenhower and Secretary Dulles. 

Congress in all probability will follow the 
new policy when it acts on the British request 
for a waiver on debt payments. And the Nixon 
statement also should make it easier for Britain 
—and perhaps France—to obtain loans from 
the International Monetary Fund and the Ex- 
port-Import Bank for the purchase of American 
oil. 

Such aid is essential if Britain’s Conservative 
government—which has just survived two test 
votes by somewhat larger margins than were 
expected—is to avert the worst effects of the 
economic setback caused by the blocking of the 
Suez canal. That this strain, accompanied by 
strong anti-American feeling, should be miti- 
gated is important not only for the general se- 
curity of the West, but also for the American 
economy since a prolonged recession abroad 
certainly would be felt here. 

Europe is far from having felt the last reper- 
cussions of the Suez affair. Despite the Conser- 
vative victories in Commons, there still is talk 
that Sir Anthony Eden’s days as Prime Minister 
are numbered. And Premier Guy Mollet has his 
troubles in France. But even if new men should 
take over, American help will be needed. 

This the Vice President now has promised, 
and, furthermore, he has promised American 
co-operation in seeking a settlement of the un- 
derlying issues through the United Nations. Let 
us hope he has put the West on the way back 
to its former solidarity. 
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Misbehavior of a Missile 

Guided missiles seem to cause a lot of trou- 
ble. No sooner has Secretary of Defense Wilson 
stefbed in and arbitrarily settled the bitter 
Army-Air Force dispute over missiles than one 
of the things displays a shocking bit of flight 
behavior. 

Launched from Patrick Air Force Base, Flori- 
da, it travels about 3000 miles, then disobeys the 
telemetering gadgets that ordinarily direct its 
flight, goes swooshing away at random and is 
presumed to have landed somewhere deep in 
the Brazilian jungle. 

A Washington dispatch says the missile “was 
understood to have been a Snark.” Now a Snark 
flies just under the speed of sound and that is 
just lumbering along for a missile. Last Septem- 
ber scientists at the Patrick Base fired a three- 
stage new-fangled affair 3000 miles into the 
South Atlantic in an effort to develop Army’s 
big Jupiter before the Air Force could perfect 
its competing Thor. It was understood that the 
Air Force would fire its Thor from Patrick this 
month. Was it the flashy new Thor that snafued 
or was it just the sleepy old Snark? 

And what happened when the oscillographic 
recording system lost track and the recalcitrant 
rocket plunged into the Brazilian jungle? Maybe 
only a few monkeys and macaws were disturbed 
by this visitant of civilization. Perhaps a whole 
tribe of aborigines near the point of impact are 
now worried for fear their lares and penates 
have turned against them. 

All that can be known for sure is that the 
whole affair seems best summed up by what 
Henry Longfellow wrote back in 1845: 

I shot an arrow into the air, 
It fell to earth I knew not where. 
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Cambodia and Her Suitors 

Cambodia, nestling between Thailand and the 
bisected country of Viet Nam, has long been 
just anether jungle spot far off the world’s 
beaten paths. But.since it ceased being a French 
protectorate two years ago the little kingdom 
has been getting more and more in the news. 
Last week Premier Chou En-lai of Communist 
China spent six days there and now a Soviet 
trade mission is there arranging trade and cul- 
tural exchanges. Why? 

It appears there is quite a struggle going on 
between the Communist bloc and the West to 
see who can be the best friend of Cambodia. 
The fact that Cambodia has several times de- 
clared its neutrality has heightened its value. 
And now. Chou has departed after securing. a 
joint statement asserting the two countries plan 
to make their “amicable” relations a “model of 
international co-operation.” 

The United States has been spending $50.,- 
000,000 a year on economic and military aid for 
the 4,500,000 persons who dwell in the nation’s 
68,500 square miles. The medical school that 
Chou visited and the ship that took him up the 
Tongle Sap river were contributed by the 
United States. 

The United States, Red China and Soviet 
Russia. Cambodia is not doing badly as far as 
suitors go. Did so many ever fall all over them- 
selves te aid so few?

Filling the Pit Joe Martin Dug 


Since Representative Augustine B. Kelley of 
Pennsylvania is a Democrat who regards the 
two-term amendment as an affront to the memo- 
ry of Franklin D. Roosevelt, it is understandable 
that he should call for its repeal. 

But the amendment, the twenty-second, was 
adopted some time after President Roosevelt's 
death and too late to affect President Truman, 
so the first man subject to it is President Eisen- 
hower. Thus it turned out to be a case of the 
Republicans falling into a pit of their own dig- 
ging, and the Democrats might easily adopt an 
attitude of “Let Joe do it.” Joe in this case hap- 
pens to be Representative Joseph Martin of 
Massachusetts, ef pit-digger and so a logical 
choice for the job of filling it up again.

‘ Suez Slows the Gas Pumps 


The Mirror 
of

LONDON. 
There is something alarming and 
poignant about the slowing down of 
the wheels of a nation the size of 
Britain with its 50,000,000 people and 
its 6,000,000 vehicles. 


The grip of the oil squeeze has sud- 
denly taken hold thoughout the land. 
Gasoline rationing resulting from the 
Egyptian situation has become the chief 
current topic of conversation. 


Admittedly the traffic still roars 
through London and the big cities, 
though at a reduced rate. But at the 
weekend there is an ‘awesome hush on 
the highways. Mile after mile of coun- 
try lanes are deserted where until a 
week ago folk were taking their week- 
end outings. 

A business man with an essential 
journey up north has a nightmare ex- 
perience begging a gallon or two at a 
time and all the while watching the 
needle of his gauge with fascination. 

Public transport continues much as 
before. But taxi drivers complain that 
they are not getting the priority which 
they consider their work deserves. 

This present phase of Britain’s oil 
shortage is a kind of grim twilight be- 
fore the official rationing scheme comes 
into effect Dec. 17. For many it is 
worse than rationing itself because of 
its uncertainty. 


With Christmas Just Ahead 


After Dec. 17 every car-owner will 
be allowed 200 miles a month. He or 
she will have to manage with that ra- 
tion to get to the station, take the chil- 
dren to school, do the shopping and 
maybe have a little social activity. 

Business men will have a small extra 
allowance’ of a few gallons but it will 
be so small as to put some of them out 
of business altogether. 

It is little enough allowance for 
everyone, but at least it will be as- 
sured. And so most Britons are look- 
ing forward to Dec. 17, even though it 
will bring back to them unwelcome 
memories of the even stricter days of 
austerity and petrol rationing in World 
War II. 

Actually for a considerable part of 
World War II there was no private mo- 
toring at all. Cars were laid up and 
ordinary folk struggled with over- 
crowded motorbusses and trains, with 
the blackout and the bombings and the 
shortages of everything else making 
matters 10 times worse. 

At least this Christmas Britons 
should be able to saye enough gasoline 
to do a little modest visiting. There is 
another advantage today. There are to 
be no prosecutions for wrongful use of 
petrol. If you have two gallons in the 
tank you can drive where you like on it. 

In the present situation there is a 
grave peril of a different sort which 
should not be concealed. It is the 
threat. to Anglo-American relations. 


Co-operation Is Called For 


Leaving aside the acutely contro- 
versial question of whether Britain and 
France should have acted in the first 
place as they did over Egypt, most 
Britons feel Western powers must try 
to co-operate to clear up the mess. 

At the moment they feel the United 
States Government is more concerned 
with ing Britain and France. It 
may groundless, but the fee is 
growing that American oil imperialism 
is going to be the gainer. 

Responsible spokesmen for Britain 
are warning that there is a rapid and 
dangerous rise of anti-American feeling 
in Britain which could wreck the Anglo- 
American alliance and the Atlantic Al- 
liance with advantage only to the Com- 
mu bloc. 

From here in London the danger 
looks a$ grave as any this reporter has 
known in more than a quarter of a cen- 
tury in the seryice of Anglo-American 
friendship and co-operation for world 
peace and a decent way of f¥fe.

With the beginning of gas rationing 
last month, the French people started 
to settle down, if that is the word, to a 
winter of austerity made all the more 
disagreeable because self-created. On 
the first day vehicles with odd-num- 
bered license plates got half their De- 
cember allotment amounting in the 
average case to about two gallons. The 
next day the even numbers got theirs. 

This had been preceded by a 10-day 
period of dream-like confusion during 
which for the first time some inkling 
of the costs of the Suez adventure 
began to seep down to the ordinary 
people. During these days the main 
preoccupation of every vehicle owner 
had been to keep his tank filled to the 
brim and the slightest quiver of the 
needle sent him scurrying for that rare 
thing, a filling station oasis where the 
pump hadn’t yet run dry. 

Behind the anxiety of motorists lay 
deeper anxieties—shortage of truck 
fuel, of heating oil for homes, hotels, 
big city housing developments and 
above all of industrial fuel. 


Contrast in Views on Suez 


Even in agriculture the problem is 
acute, for tractors have been replacing 
the ox and horse at a dizzy pace since 
the war and fall plowing is only half 
done. 

Rationing will mean not only the 
virtual elimination of private driving 
but cold living conditions, because the 
prime consideration is to maintain at 
whatever cost the expanding industrial 
production which France has known 
these past few years. 

What most interests a visitor lately 
from Britain is the contrasting reaction 
of the two peoples to the Suez failure. 
In Britain there was from the beginning 
a reasoned opposition to the whole ad- 
venture and something like a crisis of 
conscience. In France there was noth- 
ing of that sort in the beginning and 
there is nothing of that sort now.

Patience!,” cried 
the farmwife, “they keep telling us to 
be patient, and in the meantime one 
thing after another goes—Indochina, 
Tunis, Morocco, maybe Algeria, too. 
And your Dulles (who has become the 
personal devil of every Frenchman) 
tells us to be nice to that Nasser, too!” 
Behind the French mood was and is a 
buildup of accumulated frustrations 
that simply had to be given expression 
in action of some sort, good or bad. 


High Indignation Over Dulles 


The one regret of every Frenchman 
now is simply that the-Suez adventure 
failed. The prevailing explanation is 
not that it was an Anglo-French blun- 
der or that it was an error to keep the 
United States in the dark or that re- 
sort to arms could not conceivably 
have American support, but that Dulles, 
after creating conditions which left no 
choice but the resort to action, stuck his 
foot out and tripped them up. 

The French today are highly indig- 
nant with the United States, nor is 
there any room in French thinking 
for the notion that the United States 
Government has some cause for indig- 
nation with its Franco-British allies. 

But French indignation does not go 
so far as to contemplate anything like 
a real cleavage in relations—any more 
than American indignation does. What 
we have seen is the abrupt elimination 
of sentimental notions of international 
“friendship” and its replacement by 
geographical and philosophical imper- 
atives. Pineau’s statement that despite 
French bitterness the tripartite alliance 
halds is only the French version of 
what Ike and Selwyn Lloyd were say- 
ing at almost the same moment,

Between Book Ends 


Code That Caused the Frenzy 


ZONE OF EMPTINESS, by Hiroshi Noma. (World, 

313 pas., $3.95.) 

After the “China Incident” of 1937, 
Japan increased her army to 1,500,000 
men. Mostly conscripts (the Japanese 
knew compulsory military service for 
70 years before Pearl Harbor), they 
were taught the tough code of Japanese 
militarism: “Bear in mind that duty 
is weightier than a mountain, while 
death is lighter than a feather,” and 
they lived that code with a frenzy that 
has often puzzled the Occidental mind. 

This novel gives the reader a good 
look at what life was like in the bar- 
racks of the Japanese army before the 
surrender at Tokyo Bay. The garrison 


_ described is one near Osaka, and Ri- 


ichiro Kitani, the principle figure in 
the story, calls it a “zone of emptiness” 
to distinguish the artificial and sterile 
existence within the walls from the 
reality of the civilian world outside the 
gate. 


In the opening pages, Kitani re- 
joins his regiment after having served 
a two-year sentence 
in a military pris- 
on. He is a pitiful, 
rear-rank private, 
broken in spirit by 
harsh treatment, 
and devoted only 
to the idea of tak- 
ing revenge against 
Lt. Hayashi who

Hiroshi Noma backs, but the 
American reader will marvel most at 
the slightness of difference between Ki- 
tani’s barren life as a sentenced pris- 
oner and his daily routine while on 
duty with his regiment. 


Author Hiroshi Noma, a leader in 
the Japanese postwar school of novel- 
ists (Sengo ha), whose sentiments are 
avowedly pacifistic, spares no detail in 
showing how ferocious discipline was 
in the Japanese army. Sergeants, in 
armies the world over, have been 
known to act as inhuman martinets 
upon occasion but in this brutal sys- 
tem, corporals and senior privates 
were expected to physically chastise 
their subordinates almost continually. 
If they neglected to do so, they them- 
selves were soundly beaten by their 
superiors. 


Graft and corruption in the handling 
of quartermaster supplies were not 
unknown, and Kitani’s misfortune was 
that he became an innocent pawn be- 
tween two feuding cliques in the officer 
corps. He finally meets Lt. Hayashi 
again but things turn out differently 
than he had planned. The novel’s end 
finds Kitani aboard a troop transport, 
loaded with replacements sailing south- 
westward from Japan, toward the ad- 
vancing enemy troops, and there is 
some doubt as to whether the American 
submarines will permit them to reach 
their destination. ; 

“Zone of Emptiness” is chiefly a 
cruel, grim story of the crushing of an 
individual under one of the most re- 
lentless military systems the world has 
ever seen, but it also reveals volumes 
about the Japanese national characrer. 
It is significant that now, when there 
are murmurs of rearmament in the 
Japanese Diet and the rebirth of the 
militaristic spirit is rumored, “Zone 
of Emptiness” is a runaway best-seller 
in Japan. It was awarded the Shup- 
pan Bunkasho Award, the literal cul- 
tural prize of the Mainichi newspaper 
chain.
